Whereas, the Board of Trustees are not willing to assume the responsibility of

curtailing the echool terafrom nine months to seven months In the year,unless
It be expressed will of the citizenship of th» City, therefore ,

Be it resolved By the Board of Trustees, that the Honorable Mayor end City Council

of the City of Austln,be requested to call an election for the, Issuance of

$ 50,000.00 worth of c- School Bonds for building and repair purposes.
Be it further resolved ,that in view of the financial condition of the schools of

this City,and the beoesslty of cutalllng the school term this year if more funds
are not provided, that the Council be requested to call this election at the
earliest practicable time.
